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KCNA  REPORTS  U,S.  COPTER  CREWMAN’S  PRESS  MEETING 
Pyongyang  KCNA  in  English  1616  GMT  16  Jul  77  OW 

[Text]  Kaesong  16  Jul  (KCNA)— A  press  conference  was  held  on  16  July  with 
Schwanke,  co-pilot  of  the  U.S.  military  helicopter  "CH-47,"  who  was  captured 
after  intruding  into  the  area  of  our  side. 

Present  on  the  occasion  were  reporters  of  NODONG  SINMUN,  the  Korean  Central 
News  Agency  and  other  home  press  organs . 

Answering  questions  raised  by  reporters,  the  co-pilot  of  the  U.S.  military 
helicopter  admitted  that  on  14  July  the  U.S.  military  helicopter  intruded 
deep  into  the  area  of  the  northern  half  of  the  republic  in  violation  of  the 
armistice  agreement  and  explained  the  intrusion  in  detail. 

Saying  that  his  helicopter,  which  was  forced  to  land  by  the  warning  firing 
of  the  Korean  People's  Army  side,  attempted  to  flee,  not  complying  with  its 
demand.  He  noted  that  if  his  colleagues  had  not  attempted  to  flee,  they 
would  not  have  died  and  he  himself  would  not  have  got  injured. 

He  said  he  would  tell  his  colleagues  that  the  U.S.  army  pilots  should  not 
intrude  into  the  area  of  the  northern  half  of  the  republic  across  the  mili¬ 
tary  demarcation  line  and  that  everything  would  go  well  if  they  do  not  at¬ 
tempt  to  flee  when  there  is  a  warning  firing  by  the  KPA  side. 

Saying  that  they  are  to  blame  for  the  intrusion,  he  apologized  for  it. 

He  asked  for  lenient  pardon  and  his  early  return  and  explained  how  he  was 
treated  after  he  was  captured  alive  by  the  KPA  side. 

He  said  he  would  like  to  say  to  journalists  that  he  received  good  treatment 
and  medical  help  in  the  area  of  the  northern  half  of  the  republic.  He  ex¬ 
pressed  deep  thanks  for  this. 

He  assured  that  he  would  not  make  intrusion  again  if  he  is  leniently  pardoned 
and  sent  back. 
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SUPERIORITY  OF  THE  CHUCHE-TYPE  BANKING  SYSTEM

[Text]  The  workers  in  the  entire  country  are  now  marching  towards  the  con¬ 
struction  of  socialism  under  the  revolutionary  slogan  "Ideology,  Technology 
and  Culture:  All  in  Line  With  Demands  of  Chuchel"  holding  up  high  the 
militant  program  that  the  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  II- song  presented  at 
the  12th  and  13th  plenums  of  the  Fifth  Central  Committee  of  the  Party  and 
in  his  New  Year's  message.

"The  central  bank  must  be  responsible  for  issuing  currency,  controlling  the 
amount  of  currency  and  settling  accounts  on  the  national  level,  maintain 
financial  control  over  the  supply  and  use  of  the  circulating  fund  of  enter¬ 
prises  and  all  other  state  funds,  and  undertake  the  registration  and  assess¬ 
ment  of  facilities,  buildings  and  all  other  fixed  assets  of  the  various 
organs  and  enterprises,  and  collect  the  profits  of  enterprises  and  all 
other  state  revenues.  Also,  it  must  supply  and  control  necessary  funds 
for  capital  construction."  ("On  the  Question  of  Socialist  Economic  Manage¬ 
ment,"  Vol  II,  p  557) 
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The  chuche-type  socialist  banking  system  which  the  great  leader  designed 
himself  is  the  most  revolutionary  and  advanced  banking  system  that  com¬ 
pletely  conforms  to  the  basic  nature  of  the  socialist  system  of  our  nation 
and  that  embodies  the  requirements  of  the  Taean  work  system  in  particular. 

The  chuche-type  socialist  banking  system  established  in  our  nation  is  super¬ 
ior  to  any  system  which  makes  it  possible  to  more  successfully  carry  through 
the  principle  that  the  state  is  above  all  responsible  for  the  economic  de¬ 
velopment  of  the  country  and  the  improvement  of  the  people's  living  standard. 

Under  the  banking  system  based  on  the  outmoded  credit  relationship,  it  was 
impossible  to  fully  carry  through  the  above-mentioned  principle,  which  makes 
the  system  responsible  for  the  management  and  operation  of  organs  and  enter¬ 
prises,  because  funds  needed  for  implementing  plans  were  loaned  at  interest 
to  state  enterprises  when  the  state  ought  to  have  directly  insured  the 
supply  of  their  management  and  operational  funds. 

However,  the  new  chuche-type  socialist  banking  system  is  a  banking  system 
whose  most  important  function  is  supplying  state  funds  and  is  responsible 
for  supplying  the  various  organs  and  enterprises  with  funds  they  need  for 
fulfillment  of  their  plans,  in  accordance  with  the  demands  of  the  Taean 
work  system. 

This  will  save  functionaries  of  organs  and  enterprises  from  running  around 
seeking  necessary  funds  and  would  enable  them  to  concentrate  all  their 
energy  on  production  and  management  and  to  prevent  on  time  the  idling,  mis¬ 
use  and  waste  of  facilities,  materials,  manpower  and  fund. 

Furthermore,  the  chuche-type  socialist  banking  system  is  responsible  for 
registering  and  evaluating  the  fixed  assets  of  all  organs  and  enterprises; 
this  enables  the  system  to  protect  more  thoroughly  the  precious  assets  of 
the  state,  and  to  further  improve  their  management.

Our  socialist  chuche-type  banking  system  that  the  respected  and  beloved 
leader  created  is  the  most  advanced  work  system  by  which  financial  control 
can  be  strengthened  routinely  over  the  national  economy  and  the  overall 
management  of  organs  and  enterprises. 

The  chuche-type  socialist  banking  system  of  our  nation  is  above  all  re¬ 
sponsible  for  registering  all  the  fixed  assets  of  the  state  and  evaluating

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Noting  that  there  is  sufficient  potential  in  every  locality  to  further  im¬ 
prove  the  people's  life  and  productively  implement  local  budgets,  the  re¬ 
porter  and  discussants  emphasized  that  the  most  urgent  tasks  are  the  further 
development  of  local  industry  and  the  strengthening  of  the  service  network. 

They  pointed  out  that  the  important  problem  in  the  development  of  local  in¬ 
dustry  is  that  we  must  enhance  the  technical  skills  and  equipment  of  existing 
factories  with  assistance  from  central  industrial  enterprises  and  we  must 
create  new  factories,  mobilizing  and  utilizing  to  the  maximum  local  sources 
of  raw  material,  so  as  to  produce  more  daily  necessities.  They  also  emphasized 
that  for  local  industry  factories  to  be  fully  effective,  production  must  be 
regularized  by  further  consolidating  the  raw  material  base  and  actively  mo¬ 
bilizing  and  utilizing  all  sorts  of  inner  reserves  such  as  scrap  and  by-pro¬ 
ducts. 

The  participants  unanimously  pointed  out  that  local  industry  must  rely  on 
its  own  local  raw  material  bases  and  insure  the  smooth  supply  of  consumer 
goods  and  foodstuffs  like  cooking  oil  needed  by  the  workers  of  each  locality. 

They  also  pointed  out  that  those  cities  and  counties  along  the  sea  must 
strengthen  their  small  and  medium  fishing  industries  in  order  to  catch  more 
fish  and  develop  the  work  of  diversified  fish  products. 

The  meeting  also  emphasized  that  every  locality  must  increase  and  modernize 
its  stores,  service  facilities  and  food  service  networks  and  actively  carry 
out  service  activities  such  as  the  processing  of  mineral  water  to  make  fruit 
drinks,  so  as  to  raise  the  people's  standard  of  living  and  increase  budget 
revenue . 

The  reporters  and  discussants  emphasized  the  need  to  improve  and  strengthen 
the  economic  guidance  and  industrial  management  of  the  organs  and  enter¬ 
prises  of  each  sector  of  the  people's  economy  so  as  to  meet  the  demands  of 
revolutionary  development  in  order  to  carry  out  this  year's  plan  for  the 
people's  economy  successfully  and  correctly  implement  local  budgets. 

All  factories  and  enterprises  must  set  up  their  political  work  and  economic 
organization  work  strictly  in  accordance  with  the  demands  of  the  Taean  Work 
System  created  by  the  great  leader  and  follow  the  independent  economic  ac¬ 
counting  system  correctly  to  increase  the  productive  will  of  the  workers  and 
regularize  and  systematize  industrial  management,  thereby  overfulfilling  their 
production  plans  every  month  and  every  period.

All  vehicle-transportation  stations  and  all  leading  functionaries  of  related 
plants  and  enterprises  of  the  national  economy,  with  an  attitude  worthy  of 
being  masters  of  the  nation,  must  actively  find  and  mobilize  hidden  potentials 
and,  without  fail,  accomplish  their  mission  of  producing  the  requisite  quantity 
of  trailers  and  semitrailers  during  the  200-day-transportation-revolution 
battle.  By  doing  this,  they  will  increase  vehicle-transportation  capacity. 

Vehicle-transportation  stations  across  the  nation,  by  vigorously  conducting 
a  drive  among  the  masses  to  bring  about  technical  innovations,  must  broadly 
utilize  vehicle  [word  indistinct]  devices  and  containers  and,  thus,  eliminate 
labor  hardships.  In  addition,  they  must  increase  the  operating  time  of  ve¬ 
hicles  and  transportation  capacity.  In  order  to  increase  utilization  of 
vehicles,  good  technical  management  must  be  adhered  to.  All  vehicle  drivers 
must  remember  that  it  is  their  revolutionary  mission  to  take  good  care  of 
their  vehicles  and  to  provide  effective  technical  management.  They  must  ful¬ 
ly  devote  their  wisdom  and  energy  to  taking  good  care  of  vehicles .  In  parti¬ 
cular,  they  must  not,  for  even  a  moment,  forget  their  responsibility  as  guard¬ 
ians  of  the  nation's  transportation  front,  and  [they  must]  wage  a  popular  move¬ 
ment  for  taking  good  care  of  vehicles  and  (?conserving  materials).  Further¬ 
more  they  must  maintain  vehicles  properly  in  accordance  with  technical  regula¬ 
tions  and,  under  all  circumstances,  strictly  adhere  to  established  technical 
regulations  and  standard  operational  procedures.  By  broadly  introducing  ad¬ 
vanced  technology  and  reasonable  working  methods,  actual  hourly  utilization 
of  vehicles  will  be  increased  to  the  maximum,  and  precious  gasoline  will  be 
conserved . 

Producing  spare  parts  and  repairing  vehicles  by  displaying  the  lofty  spirit 
of  self-reliance  is  a  reliable  factor  guaranteeing  the  effective  utilization 
of  existing  vehicles.  We  can  perform  more  work  using  available  resources, 
if  our  transportation  workers  use  their  minds  and  work  hard  in  a  self-reliant, 
revolutionary  working  manner,  as  has  been  attested  to  by  their  predecessors 
who  scored  gains  in  transportation  through  successfully  manufacturing  various 
types  of  machinery  and  vehicle  spare  parts  by  mobilizing  potential  and  having 
lofty  awareness  of  being  masters  of  the  revolution. 

Functionaries,  repairmen  and  vehicle  operators  of  all  trucking  stations  should 
wage  a  mass  movement  to  manufacture  necessary  parts  independently  by  mobiliz¬ 
ing  potential  with  a  revolutionary  spirit  of  self-reliance,  so  that  they  can 
store  an  adequate  amount  of  spare  parts. 
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Properly  operating  vehicle-repair  plants  and  parts-manufacturing  plants  through¬ 
out  the  country  and  strengthening  their  role  is  one  of  the  important  tasks 
assigned  to  the  vehicle-transportation  sector  today.  All  vehicle-repair 
plants  should  effect  the  mechanization  and  semiautomation  of  the  entire  process 
of  overhauling  vehicles  and  repairing  and  assembling  parts,  by  strengthening 
the  technical— innovation  movement,  and  should  infallibly  meet  the  require¬ 
ments  of  the  15-day  work  system  in  vehicle  repair  by  extensively  adopting  new 
repair  methods.  Vehicle-parts  plants  should  improve  the  quality  of  casting 
and  cast  steel  and  thoroughly  guarantee  the  precision  of  processed  items. 

At  the  same  time,  provinces  should  keep  vehicles  constantly  running  by  vigor¬ 
ously  accelerating  the  work  of  constructing  vehicle-parts  production  and  re¬ 
pair  sites  as  clarified  in  the  goals  of  the  200-day-transportation-revolution 
battle. 

Today  when  the  economy  has  expanded  and  when  the  requirements  of  the  people  s 
economy  for  transportation  have  increased  more  than  ever  before,  improving 
vehicles  equipment  by  increasing  production  of  various  types  of  efficient 
modern  vehicles  is  very  significant.  While  continuously  increasing  the  produc¬ 
tion  of  vehicles,  functionaries  and  the  working  class  of  the  vehicle-industry 
sector  should  vigorously  wage  a  struggle  to  double  the  production  capacity 
for  10-ton,  5-ton  and  25- ton  vehicles. 

Guidance  functionaries  of  the  vehicle-transportation  sector  and  those  of  units 
concerned  of  the  people's  economy  should  pay  close  attention  to  preventing 
vehicles  from  running  without  cargo,  to  accelerating  road  construction  and 
repairing  and  maintaining  roads. 

A  basic  key,  today,  to  implementing  successfully  all  these  tasks  assigned  the 
vehicles— transportation  sector  is  to  display  the  lofty  revolutionary  spirit 
of  unconditionally  implementing  the  great  leader's  instruction  and  party 
policy.

Today  when  a  continuous  upsurge  is  being  marked  in  all  field  of  production 
and  construction,  one  of  the  important  tasks  in  alleviating  the  strain  in 
transportation  and  in  successfully  accelerating  the  200-day-transportation- 
revolution  battle  is  to  further  develop  maritime  transportation  along  with 
railway  transportation  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  developing  reality. 

The  great  leader,  Comrade  Kim  Il-song,  taught  in  his  new  year  message:  "We 
should  designate  this  year  as  the  year  for  developing  the  transportation 
front.  The  transportation  front,  while  giving  priority  to  railway  transporta¬ 
tion,  should  develop  vehicle  and  maritime  transportation  evenly." 

In  our  country,  which  has  many  rivers  and  is  surrounded  by  seas  on  three 
sides,  developing  maritime  transportation  is  very  significant  in  carrying 
out  the  transportation  revolution  and  developing  the  country's  economy.

If  we  exploit  the  rivers 
flowing  throughout  the  country  and  other  natural  water  throughfares  for 
transportation  purposes,  we  can  transport  a  large  quantity  of  cargo  with 
less  effort  and  expense  and  drastically  increase  our  transportation  capacity 
in  a  short  span  of  time  with  less  investment.  In  our  country — in  which  major 
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state  plants,  enterprises,  cities  and  grain  areas  are  situated  along  the 
west  and  east  coastal  regions  and  along  major  rivers — developing  maritime 
transportation  is  particularly  important  in  alleviating  the  strain  on  trans¬ 
portation  and  in  vigorously  accelerating  overall  socialist  construction. 

By  transporting  raw  materials,  fuel  and  equipment  on  time  through  marking 
an  upsurge  in  maritime  transportation,  we  can  operate  existing  plants  and 
enterprises  at  full  capacity  and  construct  more  new  plants.  Marking  a  new 
upsurge  in  maritime  transportation  along  with  railway  and  vehicle  transporta¬ 
tion  is  an  important  factor  guaranteeing  the  consolidation  of  victories  at¬ 
tained  in  implementing  the  6-year  plan,  the  successful  implementation  of  this 
year’s  plan  and  the  successful  occupation  of  new  heights. 

The  most  important  task  in  developing  maritime  transportation  to  a  higher 
stage  to  meet  the  requirements  .of  the  developing  reality  is  to  improve  tech¬ 
nical  management  of  available  ships  and  maritime  transportation  equipment, 
so  that  we  can  utilize  them  to  the  maximum.  Properly  preserving  and  taking 
good  care  of  ships— the  country's  valuable  assets— so  as  to  increase  their 
utilization  is  the  maritime  transportation  workers'  major  duty  and  a  basic 
factor  guaranteeing  the  prolongation  of  the  life  of  ships  and  an  increase  in 
transportation  capabilities.  All  party  members  and  workers  of  the  maritime- 
transportation  sector  should  familiarize  themselves  with  all  mechanical 
equipment  and  instruments  installed  on  ships  by  improving  their  technical  level 
and  skills  to  cope  with  the  reality  that  ships  have  been  continuously  moder¬ 
nized  and  built  large.  They  should  also  strictly  observe,  in  an  orderly  man¬ 
ner,  such  regulations  on  maritime  equipment  as  standardized  operations  and 
safety  regulations  and  inspect  and  maintain  ships  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  technical  regulations. 

To  utilize  ships  effectively,  we  should  correctly  repair  ships  and  constantly 
and  properly  repair  all  marine  equipment  and  instruments.  By  properly  repair¬ 
ing  ships,  we  can  use  more  ships  in  transporting  cargo,  increase  the  ships' 
loading  and  hauling  capacities  to  the  maximum  and  smoothly  meet  the  increasing 
demands  for  transportation  by  constantly  utilizing  ports. 

All  functionaries  and  working  people  in  the  ship-repair  sector,  upholding 
the  great  leader's  instructions  on  the  thorough  establishment  of  the  ship- 
repair-15-day  system,  must  adopt  reasonable  ship-repair  methods,  including 
rapid  repair  work  upon  the  arrival  of  ships  at  ports  by  thoroughly  preparing 
for  reserve  spare  parts  and  engines  beforehand.  Thus  they  must  minimize 
ship-repair  time  and  decisively  enhance  the  quality  of  repair  work.

All  functionaries  and  working 
people  in  the  shipbuilding-industry  sector  must  also  strengthen  the  material 
and  technical  foundation  of  shipyards,  positively  adopt  advanced  technical 
processes  and  decisively  enhance  the  speed  and  quality  of  shipbuilding  so 
that  they  can  build  various  types  of  modern  ships  faster  and  in  greater 
quantities . 

Positively  developing  the  many  rivers  in  our  country  to  effectively  utilize 
them  for  maritime  transportation  has  very  important  significance  in  expanding 
transportation  nets  and  guaranteeing  the  transportation  requirements  of  our 
country.  The  inland  areas  of  our  country  must  positively  mobilize  their  own 
potential  and  use,  on  a  large  scale,  various  types  of  small  ships,  including 
rafts,  which  are  suited  to  the  characteristics  of  rivers  in  our  country,  so 
that  local  demands  for  maritime  transportation  can  be  met  with  local  re¬ 
sources  . 

Today,  to  develop  maritime  transportation  more  vigorously,  harbors  and  ports 
must  also  be  properly  maintained  and  strengthened  to  decisively  enhance  their 
capacities.  All  functionaries  and  working  people  in  this  sector,  by  more 
properly  readjusting  and  strengthening  various  types  of  loading  and  unload¬ 
ing  facilities— including  port  cranes,  forklifts  and  [?wenches] — must  posi¬ 
tively  mechanize  the  loading  and  unloading  of  ships  and  trucks,  cargo  trans¬ 
portation  conducted  in  the  port  yards  and  work  on  piers  and  in  warehouses  of 
the  ports,  so  that  they  constantly  increase  the  [word  indistinct]  transporta¬ 
tion  capacity.

[Text]  Pyongyang  20  Jul  (KCNA) * — The  Pyongyang  Textile  Mills,  one  of  the 
biggest  textile  production  centres  in  the  country,  is  now  keeping  the  produc¬ 
tion  of  fabrics  on  a  high  level  both  in  speed  and  quality. 

In  order  to  carry  out  the  yearly  plan,  labour  heroines*-- Chon  Ok-hwa,  Kim 
Chong-sun,  Kim  Sun— hui,  Ho  Kum— son,  Kim  Pong— nae  and  Kim  Pok— sil* — and  many 
labour  innovators  are  standing  in  the  van  of  the  vigorous  multispindle  and  I 
multi-machine  tending  movement. 

Many  labour  innovators  of  the  combined  weaving  shop,  each  tending  several 
more  machines  than  on  previous  days,  are  overfulfilling  their  daily  assign¬ 
ments  by  far,  and  many  workteams  are  carrying  out  their  daily  quotas  at  more 
than  200  percent  and  workshop  no  4  at  180  percent.
